‘Washington, D. C., June 22.—[ Special. }— 
The resignation of Henry. L. Herts, collector 
‘of internal revenue in the Chicago district, 
was reqtested today by the treasury depart- 
ment at the instance of President Taft. 

The president intends to fill the vacancy by 
the appointment of 8. M. Fitch, the Illinois 
Central railway conductor who was con- 
spicuous in organizing the railroad men for 
Taft in the national campaign. The request 
for the resignation was transmitted to Mr. 
Herts by Commissioner Cabell of the in- 
ternal revenue bureau. 

The térm of office of a collector of interna! 
revenue is without a specific limitation, 
The executive may terminate the incum- 
bency of a collector at any time, but it ts 
usual to do this by requesting a resignation. 
It is expected that the resignation of Mr. 
Hertz will be forthcoming @once and that 
the president will be able to appoint Mr. 
Fitch and send his name to the senate for 
confirmation before the adjournment of con- 
gress this week. Mr. Herts hae held thé 
Chicago office ten years. 


Fitch Waits Job Long. 

Mr. Fitch's appointment has been hanging 
fire for more than a year. When Fred W. 
Upham of Chicago was here in April of 1908 
he called upon President Taft, said a good 
word for the train conductor, and received 
assurances that caused him to disclose his 
opinion that Mr. Fitch would be named. 

That this plum has fallen to Mr. Fitch is 
because of his campaign ability in behalf of 
Mr. Taft before thé latter's election. While 
the Ohioan was touring the country in 1008 
Fitch organized and directed a big mass- 
meeting of railroad men in Chicago just be- 
fore the election. At that time Mr. Taft was 
80 pleased with the arrangements and success 
of the meeting that he complimented Mr. 
Fitch and promised that if elected president 
he would not forget Mr. Fitch expressed his 
thanks, but did not expect the reward that 
now is to be his. 


Fitch Native af Iowa, 

Mr. Fitch has been a passenger conductor 
on suburban Chicago trains since 1902, having 
been promoted to that position after a year 
of service as @ brakeman. He ts forty years 
of age and. was born in Batavia, Ia., in 18°0. 
He lived there, receiving a common school 
education, until 1888, when, at the age of 
17, he secured a job on the Santa Fé rall- 
road as brakeman. He stayed there for 
three years before his shift to the Illinois 
Central, where his first work was in the 
suburban service running out of Chicago. 

The appointment of Mr. Fitch comes as 
a shock, if not a surprisé, to politicians, as 
he hag never taken a hand in politics ex- 
cept {n behalf of Mr. Taft's candidacy. Hé 
is not known to have valuable politica) can- 
nections and has never been mentioned in 
connection with public office other than thas 
to which he is about to succeed. 

Collector Herts was siated for retirement 
on the division of Lilincis patronage between 
Senaters Cullom and Lorime?, which has 
been delayed by the political troubles of the 
latter. Hertz retaina only a remnant of 
his former politica) strength and Senator 
Lorimer wanted the place as reward for one 
of his henchmen.

All persons reosiving contributions hall 
rendsr an account, together with the name or 
names of the contributors, to the treasurer of 
the committee within five days, 

The treasurer of the organization shall file 
with the clerk of the house of representatives 
within thirty days after an election a detailed 
sworn statement of all contributions and ¢x- 
penditures, including the names of the con- 
tributore and the amounts of the subscriptions 
and the names of the persons to whom the funds 
were disbursed and the amounts thereof, ‘ 

Any person who shall expend more than $50 in 
a campaign, unless he contributes it to one of 
the committees, is required to file a similar 
statement of receipts and disbursements with 
the clerk of the house, 

The penalty for violation of the act is a fine 
ef not more than $1,000 or imprisonment for 
one year, or beth.

In accordance with the promise he made to 
the president Senator Burrows, chairman of 
the committee on privileges and elections, 
called up the publicity bill immediately after 
the passage of the postal bank bill. There 
was little discussion of the measure, al- 
though the Democrats made a fight to retain 
the house: provision for ante-election public- 
ity.

' For the fourth time Mrs, Gussie dgden- 
witz, formerly of Chicago, is me Ae to 
‘secure a separation from her husband, rnst 
Drewitz. Her latest. suit for divorce went 
‘to hearing before Judge Warner in Cinrlnnett 
yesterday. : 

Through marriage to ner first husband, 
John F. Ogden of Chicago, Mrs. Drewitz is 
related to. the family of J. Ogden Armour, 
and the large fortune of which she is pos- 
s¢esed is gn inheritance from her ‘first hus- 
band, who died about eight years ago. —- 

It is this fortune, estimated at $1,000,000, 
that has caused the matrimonial discords to 
cteep into the lives of Mr. and Mrs. Drewits. 
In fact, Mrs. Drewitz's second experience as 
awife hae been so filled with harassments 
that she has been forced into the ranks of the 
suffragets, and recently she joined that band 
of hope in Cincinat! known as the Susan B. 
eAnthony club. 


Urges Law Against Slander. 

As a suffraget Mrs. Drewitz has thus 
far inclined. her activities toward securing 
the passage of a bill In the Ohio legislature 
to provide especially severe punishment for 
any man who slanders a woman. 

“I've had my own. troubles lately,”” she 
said, in explanation of her donation of $1,000 
to further the passage of this law, and re- 
ferring to her frequent excursions into the 
divorce courts, “and I’ve become @ suffra- 
get on account of these troubles.” 

Ernst Drewitz left the pulpit a short time 
before he married Mrs. Ogden and. took up 
the occupation of piano salesman.

But ‘it has suffered all the vicissi- 
tudes, earthquakes, and pillage that have been 
the lot of other important towns of Calabria 
and Sicily. 


Hard Hit by Earthquake. . 


In December, 1908, Reggio went éown in ice. 
mortar, and death. The destruction seems to 
have been more complete than in Messina. Even 
a casual glance shows the reason. Many of, 


the houses. in Messina were built or at least 


faced with cut stone. The majority of _the 
houses in Reggio had thick walls of heavy, 
often ponderous, rounded water worn bowlders 
from the river bed. The cheap cement in be- 
tween afforded no real ‘cohesion. As you look 
at fragments of walls still standing, you won- 
der that they do not melt down of their own 
weight. 

* Reggio was — smaller than Messina and 
architecturally far “less ‘beautiful, though : its 
site is perhaps even more lovely.
